ORIGIN OF THE VARIETY 



The present new and distinct variety of peach tree (Prunus persicd) was originated from 
an open pollinated population of seedlings derived from the variety 'Yumyeong' planted in 1990 
at the HortResearch experimental orchard in Havelock North, New Zealand. Paul G. Glucina 
established a large group of open-pollim ted seedlings on their own roots and under careful 
observation one seedling representing th s present variety was selected and asexually propagated 
for further evaluation by Michael T. Malone. The selection was further propagated by asexual 
reproduction for the first time in 1995.

BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE DRAWINGS 

The accompanying photograph shows typical specimens of the foliage and the fruit of the 
new variety as depicted in colours as nearly true as is reasonably possible in a colour 
representation of this type. The upper and lower surfaces of the leaves, and the exterior view of 
the fruit, are shown. The photograph was taken after two weeks air storage of fruit harvested at 
eating maturity. 

DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE NEW VARIETY 

The following is a detailed description of the new variety with colour terminology in 
accordance with the Royal Horticultural Society Colour Chart, 1986 edition. The specimens 
described were grown in Havelock North and Clyde, Central Otago, New Zealand. The
